Washington, Ju ly 17.— Conservative 
members of the prohibition faction in 
the house set out to curb what they 
described as radical attempts to make 
the pending enforcement bill so dras­ 
tic that It might create a revulsion of 
feeling throughout the country on the 
whole question of liquor drinking. 
Warning was given by conservatives 
that It the radical element went too 
far they would be certain to invite de­ 
feat in the senate and possibly find 
all of their work thrown out by a 
presidential veto. 
Need of wise coun­ 
sel was pointed out by the conserv­ 
ative prohibitionists In view of the 
published announcement that Repre­ 
sentative Morgan. Republican of Okla­ 
homa. and a member of the judiciary 
committee, had given notice he would 
endeavor to make it a violation of law* 
for a man to keep a jug of liquor in 
his own home for his own use. 
Measure Too Radical. 


Word was spread that other prohi 
bitiouists were preparing to write into 
the bill a provision, stricken out by 
the committee, which would prohibit 
a man’s "using” any little liquor he 
might

Washington.— Constitution island in 
the ll lid-on river, only a few minutes’ 
boat pull from West Point, is a long 
ways from Washington, but Washing­ 
ton, at that, today is taking a deep In­ 
terest in this wooded isle which for 
year* wus the home of those sister 
writers whose fame still 
endures—• 
Susan and Anim IL Warner, 
Today the United States government 
owns 
Constitution 
Island. 
Govern­ 
ments are not sentimental, although 
the officials of government frequently 
are so. 
Uncle Sum wanted Constitu­ 
tion island us one of his possessions, 
hut for economic reasons dbl not pur­ 
chase it. 
Film ily through the gener­ 
osity of Mrs. Bussed Sage and Miss 
Anna B. Warner, who survived her sis­ 
ter a good many years, the Island was 
purchased and given to the govern­ 
ment of the United States. 
Washington is watching with inter­ 
est tile efforts of the M artinets I look 
association to secure funds for the 
preservation of tin* Warner house nu 
Constitution island. 
The house lins an 
interest for the government, not only 
because It was the home of two women 
whose influence on the lives of many 
of the cadets at West Point was mark­ 
edly for good, but because the obi resi­ 
dence contains uh one of Its constitu­ 
ent parts it wall of an old Itevolutiou- 
ury fortification.

The fact that the court would 
have exercised the discretion In a 
different manner will not warrant it 
in interfering.

trance examinations. 
W hat Is true with regard to Annapo­ 
lis bs also true with regard to the mili­ 
tary academy at West Point. 
Boys 
who have passed the mental examina­ 
tions at places remote from both the 
academies are sent to Annapolis or 
West Point to take their physical ex­ 
aminations, although it Is believed that 
In some chses physical examinations 
for West Point are conducted nearer 
the lads’ homes.
